NEW SCHOOL HOUSE NEEDED 


MADISON, Wis., Jlnrch 2-2.—The sen- 


ate judiciary committee has introduced a 
bill to repeal a law passed in J!)0f> that 
authorizes the state tax commission up- 
on a. complaint and hearing, to order .\ 
re-assessment of all the taxable property 
in an assessment district, when the com- 
mission is satisfied that the local as- 
essmenl is not in compliance with the 


law. 


Although the state tax commission re- 


port discloses that for thr short period 
of IHOti, during which the law was en- 
forced, great Iwneiits were attained, some 
of the members of the commission are 
ill favor of the repeal of the law. After 
the measure had been in force far a time, 
the commission asked Attorney General 
Frank L. Gilbert his opinion as to the 
validity of the act. Some time biter Sir. 
Cilbert replied that he believed the law 
was unconstitutional in that it 
inter- 


fered with the duties of local ofl'icers. 
Since that time the tax commission has 
not enforced the law. 


During the period that the law was 


enforced, six towns were re-assessed by 
order of the tax commission. 
The vil- 


lage of Wovci-linuser, Husk county, was 
in lOOti assessed liy the local assessor at 
$47.24(i. A re-assessment by an agent of 
the tax commission disclosed !$G(i,:i92 in 
property. 
The other re-assessment dis- 


closed similar conditions. 


It is said there will be opposition to 


the repeal of this law and that one of 
the state olficials will appear 
before 


the committee and ask not only that the 
law be retained but that it be enforced. 
A recent decision of the Supreme court 
has raised the assumption that the law 
may be valid and this official will argue 
that it should be enforced until declared 
invalid by the courts. 
Even the mem- 


bers of the judiciary committee are di- 
vided over the repeal of the law. \Vith- 
out legislative sanction the state 
tax 


commission, it is said, will enforce the 
law, 
if it is not repealed at this session.

The- structure will be 
large enough to accommodato the pu- 
pils of the town and many from outaado 
townships who care to pay tho tuition 
fee.The course of instruction -will contain 
the units necessary for a full four yeaia' 
course, which in a, free high school WO 
fourteen. Four of these units will be 
cliosen by the high school board in view 
of meeting local conditions and needs. 
The other units will bo prescribed by the 
state department of instruction. 


An Agricultural Course. 


There ha* been an erroneous iroprea- 


bion prevalent that the school will be a 
strictly agricultural school. The feature 
of the"course will be the agricultural de- 
partment, but other subjects will be giv- 
en a proper place. The principal of the 
institution will be a man with university 
agricultural training, and the influence 
of the school will be toward tho farm 
life rather than away from it. The ten- 
dency of hiich a school it is maintained 
will 'be to keep the boys and girls on 
the farm instead of causing them to go 
to the cities as is now the cose, and 
will provide the country children with a 
higher education, which at present, it ia
